If He Really Means It! 
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.Sonic Thoughts On Education County-Wise 


There are many avenues which must be trav­ 
eled in the pursuit of new educational ventures. 
Such programs present many facets with their 
accompanying problems, and final decisions nev­ 
er come easy. 
Though it would not be advisable to consider 
drawing a definite conclusion in the case of 
the proposed Columbiana County Community 
College before completion of a comprehensive 
survey now under way. there have been de­ 
velopments 
which 
we 
consider 
compelling 
enough for some thoughts to be advanced on 
the area’s higher educational program. 


LAST FRIDAY in Columbus, the Ohio Board 
of Regents took two steps of definite concern 
to the county in an educational sense. It shelved 
action on the establishment of a technical in­ 
stitute district at Salem because the proposed 
district failed to meet the statutory population 
of 50.000 and if granted the trustees of the pro­ 
posed community college additional time in 
which to complete their survey of *he county’s 
educational needs. 
Which brings us to this question: With the 
Salem branch of Kent State University already 
firmly established and with the East Liverpool 
branch giving every indication of being here 
for years to come, would it be advisable to go 
deeper into the liberal arts phase of higher ed­ 
ucation at the expense of a badly - needed 
comprehensive eountvwide technical program? 
With accredited college educational level pro­ 
grams already in force at each end of the 
county — and easily accessible — additional lib­ 
eral arts courses do not appear to be the pri­ 
mary need af this time A centralized, properlv- 


planned and properly - administrated technical 
school does, however. 
With the mechanical age becoming ever more 
mechanical and demanding, training in the 
technical skills cannot be overdone. Not onl y 
would the individual benefit from such a pro­ 
gram. but the county and even the immediate 
area as a whole would benefit as well. 


TRAINING IN the technical fields would help 
build a manpower pool which readily c oul d 
serve businesses and industries already estab­ 
lished and at the same time act as a magnet 
for industries contemplating moving into the 
area. Skilled labor on an adequate basis is one 
of the key requirements in considera'ion of plant 
sites. 
The community college trustees have n o t 
overlooked this phase of the educational pro­ 
gram. proposing to have technical training in­ 
cluded in the instruction which would be pro­ 
vided 
Such an intertwining of the structures might 
.suffice for awhile, but there is reason to be­ 
lieve that because of the tie-in with univer­ 
sities and because of the credits offered that 
it would not be too long before 1he technical 
phase of the training would be swallowed up by 
the liberal arts aspect. 
Unless the survey now being conducted of­ 
fers indisputable evidence to the contrarv, it 
appears that a centrally - located technical in­ 
stitute could be the best answer to the coun­ 
ty’s educational needs. Along with the univer­ 
sity branches at East Liverpool and Salem it 
would become part of a comprehensive, sens­ 
ible program

Hatters Union Chief Ignores 14-B

From the Ozarks to the Okefenokee Swamp 
and on to the Rio Grande, the mad hatter. Alex 
Rose, is a man to be reckoned with bv all the 
land—not only because he is a confidant of 
presidents, not only because 
he is the New York liberal 
Party leader to whom John 
Lindsay found his wav. 
because he has personally re- 
bf 
pealed prohibition on the anti­ 
union shop law known as 14B 
Mr. Rose, whose avocation 
is saber-rattling and saber- 
dancmg politics, is by occupa­ 
tion international president of 
the Hatters. Cap and Millinery 
Victor Riesel 
Workers Union 
To give himself time for his hobby, including 
being a sort of latter day Bernard Baruch to 
mayors as well as presidents. Alex, the Rose, 
as FOR used to call him. simply ignored HR 
This was not as difficult as it seems, not even 
In the South and Southwest wherein are most 
of the 19 states which ban the union shop as 
a prerequisite for holding a Jon 


MR. ROSE and his colleagues simplv decided 
that no hat. tap or millinery manufacturer 
could put a union label in his product unless at 
least 97 per cent of employes signed up with 
the union 
The manufacturers could not use the union 
label even if they were signed up with the 
union if the 97 per cent quota was not reached 
in the plant. 
Thus the employers themselves, in effect, be­ 
came the union’s business agents. Thev made 
the rounds of their own plants urging the 
workers to sign up. 
Otherwise, they reasoned, what would be the 
sense in paying higher wages and operating 
their shops on shorter hours if *hev could not 
get the benefit in the big city markets of put­ 
ting a union label in the hat 
The union has great influence in the urban 
centers It puts on tremendous union label “ ed­ 
ucation” programs in concentrated labor areas 
such as Pittsburgh, Chicago and New York, 
where millions of workers are label and class 
conscious 


“ AS A RESULT." said the elated Rose re­ 
cently “ there is not a single, important Southern 
shop, or in Texas either, which is not organized. 
Fourteen B has not stopped us This is the one 
union which has used the union label as a new 
dynamite weapon, to beat HR. and we don t 
have a single important factory without a 97 
per cent membership I predict the rest of labor 
will follow suit.” 
Mr. Rose’s predictions have been 98 per cent 
accurate. But he does forecast a Lindsay mayor­ 
al victory in New York So he is a chance taker. 
However, whether the rest of the labor move­ 
ment seizes on his tactic really is not the is­ 
sue 
Actually 14B 
has been onlv an incon­ 
venience to the top leadership of America’s 
unions 
What really deeply concerns them is HR’s 
symbolism It’s in a sense important upman­ 
ship They >ee it as a symbol of their political 
strength and from such strength comes new 


force in the Congress lo get vital new laws. 
such as a 35-hour week and a higher minimum 
wage. 


THAT’S WHY they have been .spending mil­ 
lions of dollars to fight it. And. in turn, that’ 
why the employers have been spending millions 
of dollars to preserve it. 
Unions, even those as nonpolitical as the 
Musicians’ Federation, dispatched hundreds of 
telegrams to their locals, which in turn sent 
thousands of wires to their district people, who 
in turn beat the bush to get out the force 
to beat on the doors of .senators 
Three national labor leaders even acknow­ 
ledged they were Republicans One. the Retail 
Clerks’ .James Suffridge, often talked of as 
George Meany’* successor, joined with the 
Glass Bottle Blowers’ Lee Minton and the 
Carpenters’ Maurice Hutcheson in wires as 
fellow Republicans to GOP .senators urging 
them to end the filibuster 


BUT IT WAS a lost cause President John­ 
son for the first time since he became Presi­ 
dent was off his timing There just was no 
time for a full fight 
And this was a battle 
which had to be waged for unconditional 
surrender 
You were either for 14B or against it. There 
was no room for jockeying with amendments. 
No one could give a little to get a lot. And it 
all got caught up in end of session fatigue. 
But like Banquo .* ghost, it will be back again 
next January when a filibuster could hold up 
nnerations of the government by preventing ap­ 
propriations. and delay special pet projects of 
each senator for the duration. 
And labor is preparing for battle This time 
it will choose its own timing

Sometimes the speeches of men in public life 
no* only are baffling, but, though intended to 
advance the cause of peace, often do just the 
opposite by creating the impression of a will­ 
ingness to appease. Thus is

the enemy misled into the 
kind of miscalculation that in y 
the past was brought on two / 
—___ 
world wars. 
British 
Foreign 
Secretary 
Michael Stewart, for example, 
has just delivered an address 
in San Francisco urging that 
Red China be admitted to the- 
United Nations. At almost the 
same time. Sen. 
Robert F 
lawrwee 
Kennedy. DNY., made a speech in the Senate 
urging that Red China be invited to participate 
in the 17-nation conference on disarmament at 
Geneva 
Both speeches are in direct opposition to the 
foreign policy of the United States as expressed 
bv the State Department—which, incidentally, 
is not happy about either utterance 
Foreign Secretary Stewart admitted that, al­ 
though Great Britain had recognized Red China 
—an event which occurred prior to the Korean 
War — nothing substantial has been obtained 
since then by wav of benefits. But he asked a 
rhetorical question as to what benefits the 
United States had derived from its policy of 
non-recognition 
Mr 
Stewart’s question has been answered 
again and again—the United States at least has 
dramatically demonstrated to the world that 
aggression will not pay. 


THE MILITARY FORCES of the United Na 
lions itself were attacked in Korea in 1950 and 
the war there enlarged through the direct inter­ 
vention of the Red Chinese Tens of thousands 
of Americans, a* well as troops of other coun­ 
tries fighting under the flag of the United Na­ 
tions. were killed or wounded in an effort to 
repel an obvious act of aggression by Com­ 
munist China 
The Korean armistice, w'hich has been in ef­ 
fect since 1953 has been violated again and 
a°ain bv the Red Chinese Literally hundred* 
of conversations have taken place at Warsaw 
and other places between representatives of the 
Peking regime and the United States govern­ 
ment in a futile attempt to break the deadlock 
over the armistice agreement and make a peace 
treaty enabling the North and South Korean 
peonies to be reunited 
Yet Sen Robert Kennedy is willing to have 
the Red Chinese invited to the sessions at Ge­ 
neva on the subject of disarmament, even 
though this might mean throwing that confer­ 
ence into confusion bv dilatory moves made bv 
the Red Chinese, who have no respect for any 
agreements or moral principle' 


RED CHINESE leaders were In Geneva In 
1954 when an attempt was made bv the Western 
nations to reach *ome kind of settlement about 
the future status of Indochina Those verv agree­ 
ments have since been violated bv Red China 
The United States has found It necessary to 
come to the aid of the South Vietnamese govern­ 
ment in order to repel a series of aggressive 
actions bv the Red Chinese 
The real question is not what is to he gained 
bv admitting Red China into the United Nation* 
or inviting the Peking regime to a disarmament 
conference 
It’* what the world will lose. It 
would mean that a government can get awav 
with anv kind of brutal aggression it mav care 
to pursue H would mean also that nations like 
the United States which have stood up for the 
liberation of people* and the abortion of auto­ 
cratic rule. would be nut in the position of ap­ 
peasing tyrannical dictatorships and buying 
peace at anv price 


IT’S TRUE thai the Red Chinese are becin- 
r inc to develop nuclear weapons and that other 
nations wW he dome the same Rot as lo"" a* 
the scientific knowledge is available, practically 
anv nation will eventually he able to produce 
nuclear weapons no matter what agreements 
are made 
There is only one defense against any poten­ 
tial aggressor It’s to build un such military 
and nuclear power as will deter anv govern­ 
ment in the world from threatening the safety 
of the American people No agreement is worth 
the oaDer it’s written on if the government back 
of it cannot be trusted 
It’s this fact which is the principal barrier 
to disarmament agreements and certainly there 
is nothing in the record of Red China which 


gives anv evidence that the Poking regime i* 
readv to join the family of free nations and 
honor international agreements.

20 Cargo Ships

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Navy is considering 
building 
about 20 big, fast military cargo 
ships that would be loaded with 
tanks, other heavy equipment 
and supplies and siationed near 
potential trouble spots. 
Such a fleet of “ fast deploy­ 
ment logistic” ships would cost 
about $640 million, by current 
Navy estimates 
Coupled with house-size C5A 
transport planes recently or­ 
dered 
into production, 
these 
cargo vessels would give the 
United States the capability to 
speed large ground forces to 
distant areas, and to have the 
gear close at hand to enable 
them to fight in limited war sit­ 
uations. 
The Navy study has the bless­ 
ing of top Pentagon officials, 
who consider the fast deploy­ 
ment ships an integral part of 
modernized U.S. 
airlift-sealift 
for the 1970s and beyond 
However, Pentagon officials 
have not settled on any final 
figure as to the numbers of such

They would be equipped with 
ramps to permit rapid loading 
and unloading of wheeled and 
tracked vehicles. This is called 
a "roll-on, roll-off” capability. 
Under the plan, the craft 
would be powered by a new pro­ 
pulsion system similar to an 
aircraft-type gas turbine engine. 
The speed would be about 20 
knots.

Galvanized Steel Gains 
Popularity As Siding

Look at the siding on a house 
these days and you can't tell 
whether it is made of wood or 
aluminum or plastic or cottage 
cheese 


Factory - applied paint coat­ 
ings give a look-alike appear­ 
ance to most sidings, no matter J 
what they’re made of — and 
there are very few materials 
that haven’t found their w a y 
into the building market as res­ 
idential siding. 


The theory seems to he that 
home owners are willing to use 
almost any material if they're 
convinced of its advantages, but 
they still don’t want it to look 
too individual. 


A familiar material gaming 
popularity as a house siding is 
galvanized steel, clothed in ac­ 
rylic enamel colors of white. 


ivory, biege. yellow, light blue, 


gray and green. 


The panels are 124 feet long 
and 8 inches wide. with a thick­ 
ness of .017 
inches 
Because 
they weigh only 6 4 p o u n d s 
each, they can be handled by a 
single installer, either a profes­ 
sional or a do-it-yourselfer. 


The manufacturers of s t e e l 
siding guarantee the s u r f a c e 
against chipping, peeling a n d 
flaking for 20 years. 


They say such a guarantee is 
possible because of the z i n c 
coating on the steel. If the sur­ 
face of galvanized s t e e l is 
scratched, exposing the b a r e 
steel, zinc has the unique qual­ 
ity of “healing” over the ex­ 
posed surface to protect it. 


This attribute has given zinc 
the nickname of “a sacrificial 
metal.” The protective phenom-1 
enon occurs even after the zinc- 


coated panels have been paint­ 


ed. 


Steel siding is naturally ter­ 


mite - proof. Also, say its ad­ 
herents. it expands so slightly 
that rapid temperature changes 
do

Answer: Tile successful paint­ 
ing of a vinyl material which 
gets hard wear, such as seat

The type we 
have had experience with comes 
in a kit that contains a bottle 
of paint, a bottle of cleaner-con- 
ditloner and a small, bristle 
brush 


Tile first step is to clean the 
old surface thoroughly with the 
cleaner-conditioner W h e n the 
material is completely dry. the 


first coat of paint is applied 


with the bristle brush. 
Allow to dry overnight, then 


apply the second coat. In most 
cases, two coats are sufficient.
